Tne chief task in mobilizing 
the broadest masses for peace Is 
to secure the general acceptance 
of such an atternative policy.

In its Legislative Letter, “On 
Neutrality Legislation,” the Party 
nas indicated the lines of a peace 
policy. ‘hese are: 

1—Require that the President 
shall take notice when any na- 
tion signatory to the Keilog Pact 
shall violate the provisions of 
that Pact by making” war, 
whether officially declared or 
not; and shail call it to the

IV. Building the Party and the 
Daily Worker 


A most serious situation exists 
with regard to the slow growth 
of the Party (present member- 


snip a little over 40,000) and of! 


the circulation of the Daily 
Worker and Sunday Worker. This 
Situation becomes particularly 
alarming because it arises in a 
period of greatest activity of the 
workers, in a period of growing 
influence as a result of its highly 
successful activities. 

A frank recognition of this in- 
tolerable situation is the first 
condition for remedying it. The 
Farty had elaborated certain 
measures for this purpose. This 
was done especially by the 9th 
National Convention, by the De- 
cember (1936) Plenum of the 
Central Committee, and summed 
up and elaborated by the special 
Party Conference in February 
(1957). With favorable conditions 
among the masses, with the Party 
already equipped with adequate 
policies, the answer to this ser- 
ious condition must therefore be 
found first of all in the fact 
that the Party leadership and the 
Party organizations do not give 


acequate, systematic and con- 
stant attention to these tasks. 
This indicates the need for a 


general review of the organiza- 
wional condition and methods of 
the Party. 

The objective situation is high- 
ly favorable for the building of 
the Communist Party into a mass 
party. It is un-Marxian, and to- 
iaily false to assert that the im- 
provement in the general econ- 
omic situations is an obstacle to 
the Party’s growth. Aside from 
the highly uneven character of 
the present recovery, within the 
general upward course, and the 
accumulation of factors making 
for crisis, the fundamental fea- 
ture of the present situation that 
creates favorable conditions for 
the Party’s growth is the unpar- 
alleled activity of the working 
classes and of the masses gen- 
erally on the economic and po- 
litical fields. This is evidenced 
also by the spread of Com- 
munist influence and position in 
the mass movements and the de- 
monstrated readiness of the ad- 
vanced elements to join our 
Party when Communists make 
systematic efforts to bring them 


into the Party and to extend 
the ‘circulation of the Daily 


Worker and Sunday Worker. 
Problems of Organization 


Every Party member, and 
every Party organization, is cal- 
led upon to display initiative 
and activitx in this general re- 
view of our organizational con- 
ditions and methods of Party 
Building.

still lagging behind in the proper 
strengthening of its own organ- 
izations; therefore the Parts 
faces today special and most im 
portant tasks of building itsel!

of the Daily and Sunday Worker.

WASHINGTON—After’ months 
in which the proposals of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt for reform of the 
Supreme Court have been made 
the subject of general discussion, | 
the senate began its debate on 
the question here Tuesday.

It was a hanpy, pros- 
perous, peaceful looking Lansing. 

100 Per Cent Effective 

“Flying squadron details cov- 
ered the downtown area and the 
outlying suburban districts, clos- 
ing all places of business. The 
union office was the only place 
working. The State Journal was 
closed at noon and reopened for 
their afternoon edition by special 
permit. Early in the morning all 
busses were stopped and the cab 
drivers voluntarily quit. 

“The UAW took the occasion 
to stop all scab construction work 
in town, something the AFL has 
been ineffectively trying to do 
for weeks. At 8 a. m, the Mayor 
closed the city hall offices and 
a half hour later state employees 
were out. 

No Violence 

“There was no violence except 
in East Lansing where some col- 
lege boys ganged on a detail or 
two. 

The governor consulted Wash- 
burn instead of the mayor. He 
refused to accede to the govern- 
or’s request that the street bar- 
iers be removed. Traffic, he said, 
would move when “our people 
are released.” Only lanes for 
fire trucks were opened, but only 
when a fire occured. 

“The town had been all de- 
corated for a Knight Templars 
convention. It was delayed one 
day. 

“Hundreds of workers of all 
crafts (including 200 restaurant 
workers) formed organizations. 
The UAW took in more money 
than at any previous time for 
a one-day period. The union 
flags flew over the capitol steps 
all day with a color guard in 
attendance. 

Unconditional Victory 

“At 11 a.m. the Wrecking Co. 
officials capitulated and asked for 
peace at any price. Our terms 
were: Release the prisoners and 
drop all charges before we talk 
business. Accented.
